The purpose of this action is to establish appropriate and necessary permitting requirements for
discharge of wastewater from potable water treatment plants. The regulation sets forth standard language
for effluent limitations and monitoring requirements necessary to regulate this category of dischargers.

Two changes were made to the regulation from proposed to final. Both can be found in Section 70. The
first change is to the reverse osmosis Part 1.A. effluent limitations for the total dissolved solids (TDS)
maximum limitation of 800 mg/l to no limitation, monitoring requirements only. The change is in
accordance with Effluent Guidance for Reverse Osmosis (RO) Plants Inter-Department Memorandum
dated August 7, 1987. This memorandum states the TDS limit applies to RO plant wastewater discharges
where the raw water source is well water. This general permit is applicable to reverse osmosis potable
water treatment plants that use surface water as the raw water source.

The second change is to the reverse osmosis Part. A. effluent limitations for Dissolved Oxygen maximum
limitation 0.011 mg/l to “not applicable” (NA). The change is a correction of a typographical error.
